GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  East  Suffolk  County  Council  Laboratory  at  Ipswich  is 
available  for  all  examination  or  analysis  of  clinical  specimens, 
water,  milk  and  foods. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(а)  Infectious  Diseases — Ipswich  Corporation  Ambulance. 

(б)  Non-Infectious  Diseases  and  Accidents — East  Suffolk 

and  Ipswich  Hospital  Ambulance  ; and  St.  John  Am- 
bulance Association  Ambulance,  Ipswich. 

The  above  arrangements  for  a scattered  population  of 
24,000,  have  been  found  to  function  well  under  ordinary 
conditions.  All  recent  effort  is  towards  regional  grouping  of 
Hospitals,  etc.,  and  the  focal  point  for  East  Suffolk  is  Ipswich, 
with  its  Isolation  and  Municipal  Hospitals,  Sanatorium  and 
General  Hospital. 

Under  war  conditions,  however,  it  can  be  visualised  that  the 
supply  of  Ambulance  facilities  will  devolve  more  upon  areas 
at  present  dependent  upon  a regional  centre.  A scheme 
whereby  this  District  would  be  divided  into  several  clearance 
areas — casualties  to  be  cleared  to  the  centres,  and,  if  nec- 
essitated, from  there  transported  to  Hospital — this  scheme 
would  meet  such  an  emergency,  and  earmarking  of  vehicles 
suitable  for  transferring  into  emergency  ambulances  is  being 
initiated. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  District  Nursing  Associations  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  County  Council.

The  Combined  Regional  Water  Scheme  undertaken  by 
the  Council  is  now  under  way,  and  water  from  the  Tuddenham 
collecting  ground  is  distributed  from  the  pumping  station 
there  via  a water  tower  to  the  Parishes  of  Martlesham, 
Kesgrave,  Rushmere  St.  Andrew  and  Purdis  Farm. 
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Mains  are  being  laid  to  Tuddenham,  Witnesham,  Swilland, 
Otley,  Grundisburgh,  Burgh,  Clopton,  Debach,  Boulge,  Bred- 
field,  Hasketon,  Dallinghoo,  Pettistree,  Wickham  Market, 
Culpho  and  Ufford  ; the  ultimate  object  being  to  have  a piped 
supply  for  all  the  above  parishes. 

The  remainder  of  the  area  is  supplied  by  water  drawn 
mainly  from  crag  wells. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  two  parishes  of  Trimley  was 
nearing  completion  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A scheme  for  the  parish  of  Wickham  Market  has  been 
prepared  and  has  been  passed  by  the  Ministry;  and  a scheme 
for  the  parish  of  Melton  is  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Action  was  taken  in  cases  where  gross  pollution  of  streams 
occurred  through  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  have  been  78  conversions  from  the  conservancy 
system  during  the  year.  New  houses  have  water  closets,  the 
sewage  being  dealt  with  by  the  septic  tank  system.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

One  parish,  Melton,  has  a scheme  for  the  removal  of 
household  refuse,  and  the  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies, 
ashpits,  and  cesspools.  The  house  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the 
Incinerator  belonging  to  Woodbridge  U.D.C. 

A scheme  has  been  drawn  up  for  refuse  collection  over  the 
whole  area,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it  soon  in  being. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Farms  and  Dairies  are  periodically  inspected,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1925,  enforced 
where  necessary. 
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The  majority  of  the  Farms  and  Dairies  have  been  found  to 
be  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness  of  premises  and  methods 
of  producing  milk.  Samples  of  milk  are  now  taken  by  the 
Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  County  Council  for  examination 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  • 

The  Slaughter-Houses,  Butchers’  Shops  and  Bake-Houses 
are  regularly  inspected.  Meat  inspection  is  also  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

152  visits  were  made  to  Slaughter-Houses,  and  590  Pigs, 
2 Beasts  and  1 Sheep  were  inspected.
